Vessel W a* Torn to Pieces In Dela­ 


ware River Near Bordentown When 


Boiler Explodes. 


Philadelphia, May 25. — Five per­ 
sons, a woman, two children and two 
men, met death in the Delaware river 
opposite Bordentown, N. J., and two 
men were Injured, when the boiler of 
a sand dredge on which they had been 
living exploded, throwing them into 
the water. 
Those killed were: 
Mrs. Minnie Stout, twenty-two years 
old, of Gloucester, N. J., wife of the 
cook on tho dredge. 
Anna 
Stout, four 
years 
old, her 
daughter. 
Harry Stout, two .years old, her son. 
Tony Matttock, thirty years old, of 
Trenton, N. J. 
John J. Varley, twenty-eight years 
old, of Bordentown. 
Those hurt were: James McIntyre, 
captain of the dredge, and James Mc­ 
Laughlin. 
Three bodies have been recovered, 
those of Mrs. Stout, the little girl and 
Varley. 
The man's skull was frac­ 
tured. It is believed all were dead be­ 
fore they reached the water. 
The dredge was the Delaware, own­ 
ed by the Delaware River Sand h e d g ­ 
ing company, of 
which 
Horace 
G. 
Reeder, of Bordentown, is the presi­ 
dent. The dredge was wrecked by the 
explosion and sank end up. The upper 
deck was left visible. 
The accident was caused by the wa­ 
ter in the boiler running low. 
The 
boller burst with a loud report. 
James McIntyre, the captain of the 
dredge, was blown into the water and 
rescued by McLaughlin. 
Mrs. Stout 
and her children were In the cabin, 
Just having finished their breakfast. 
Mrs. Stout was washing dishes and 
the children were playing about ber. 
Varley had descended into the hold 
and prepared the engine for the day s 
work. 
Mattock jumped to the scow 
tied alongside the dredge to shovel 
the sand evenly as it was lifted from 
the ln>ttom of the Delaware by an 
endless chain bucket arrangement at­ 
tached to the hoisting apparatus. 
Tile explosion occurred without a 
moment's warning. There was a tre 
mendous noise, and persons working 
in the Riverview iron works, on the 
Bordentown shore of the Delaware, 
were startled to see the dredge rise. 
bow first, out of the water. It settled 
on its stern for a second or two, and 
the mixt instant it was shattered. A 
shower of wood, iron and steel was 
hurled high into the air. 
Mrs. Blout and her children w ife 
shot out of the cabin as though cai# 
panned out of a cannon. They rose 
hilly fifty teet into the air, according 
to the startled spectators on the Jer­ 
sey shore, and then dropped Into the 
water. 
Varley was shot out of the hold and 
hurled 
towards 
the 
Pennsylvania 
shore. 
Mattock was hit by a huge 
piece of the boiler and foil into the 
river. 
As soon as those on shore real I led 
what had occurred a brigade was or­ 
ganized for an attempt at rescue. 


Germans Plan 
Rapid Drive of Von 


Hindenburg Through Adlgo Valley 


on Center of Italian Defanaa. 


Rome, May 25. — Austria-Hungary 
opened hostilties against Italy by a 
combined aerial and naval attack on 
several ports of the Adriatic coast 
from Venice as far south as Barletta, 
north of Bari, a total distance OS over 
255 miles. 
The r.ttack failed, according to an 
official announcement made by the 
Italian 
government, 
the 
Austrian 
forces being forced to withdraw. 
Austrian 
aeroplanes, flying from 
Bola, the naval base, appeared over 
Venice and attempted to hurl bombs 
on the arsenal. Anti-aircraft guns at 
the forts guarding Venice blazed away 
at the invaders, while Italian airmen 
and a dirigible flying over the Ardiatic 
came to the rescue. 
The Austrians 
were driven off. 
At about the same time other Aus­ 
trian aircraft attacked the ports of 
Porto Corslni, sixty miles south of 
Venice; Ancona, eighty miles farther 
south, and Gesi, fourteen miles below 
Ancona. Austrian torpedo boats and 
a small scout steamer made an attack 
on Barletta.a bout thirty-three miles 
north of Bari, and a slight naval en­ 
gagement followed, the Italian vessels 
forcing the Austrians to flee to the 
northward. 
Hie official statement is as follows: 
“An Italian destroyer entered the 
harbor of Porto Buso, a small island 
close to the Austrian frontier. The 
destroyer 
bombarded the port, de 
stroying the quay, landing stage and 
miliary barracks. The destroyer sank 
a flotilla of motor boats in the harbor. 
She 
suffered no damage and there 
were no casualties among her crew. 
“The enemy lost two men killed and 
forty-seven prisoners. 
The prisoners 
include one officer and fifteen non-coin 
missioned officers. They were taken 
to Venice. 
; 
"Hmall naval units of the enemy, 
especially 
destroyers 
and 
torpedo 
boats, tired their guns upon our Ady! 
atle coset on May 24. At the same 
time aeroplanes attempted to attack 
the arsenal at Venice. 
"The enemy's ships, after a very 
short cannonade, were forced by our 
torpedo boats to withdraw. The en 
emy's aeroplanes wer i fired upon by 
our anti aircraft artillery and attack­ 
ed by our aeroplanes and by a dirigi­ 
ble flying over the Adriatic. 
“The 
aeroplanes 
attacked 
Porto 
Corslni, which 
replied 
Immediately 
arid obliged the enemy to quickly re­ 
tire. At Ancona, where the attack was 
directed especially against the rail 
way line, with the Intention of inter­ 
rupting communication, slight damage 
was inflicted, which can be repaired 
easily. 
“At Barletta an attack was mads 
by a scout steamer and destroyers, 
which were put to flight by one of 
our ships, which was escorted by tor­ 
pedo boats. Finally at llasi, the en­ 
emy’s aeroplanes attempted to throw 
bombs upon tile hangar, but without 
reaching the mark.” 
The German plan of campaign, it Is 
generally believed, will he an attempt 
to Inflict a quick and decisive defeat, 
or at least one that will discourage 
the Italians, 
by Field Marshal 
you 
Hindenburg. 
It is said that German troops, with 
heavy guns, aeroplanes and Zeppelins, 
are already passing through the val­ 
ley of the river Adigo in the direc­ 
tion of Verona, and that rapid and 
fierre blows will he delivered almost 
immediately at the italian center. 
This, the Germans doubtless believe, 
would serve to hold off an Italian ad­ 
vance from the province of Venice, 
where the flat nature of the country 
would 
give 
the Italians a greater 
chance of success. 
Throughout Austria and 
Germany 
there is hitter denunciation of Italy, 
which for the moment has replaced 
England as the most hated enemy. It\ 
the allied countries, on the other hand. 
Italian intervention is hailed with de 
light, and in the Italian quarters of 
Ixuuion and Paris there have been en­ 
thusiastic demonstrations and cheer­ 
ing farewells to the Italians leaving 
for home to Join the colors. 
Rumania, Greece and Bulgaria as 
yet have made no move. The govern­ 
ment of Bulgaria has reiterated that it 
will continu to observe an attitude of 
neutrality so long as Bulgarian inter 
oats are not directly affected, and it 
sees no reason why they should be.

London, May 25.—A dispatch to the 
Daily News from Petrograd says: 
“The kaiser on Saturday night left 
Jaroslau, Galicia, and Journeyed west­ 
ward in the deepest dejection. 
Gen­ 
eral von Hindenburg had warned him 
that the plan of a terrine blow' on a 
short front looked well on paper, but 
that the Russians were likely to frus­ 
trate it and entangle the Austro-Ger- 
man troops for several weeks.

“It is reorted that the kaiser at 
Cracow urged the Austrians to make 
an heroic endeavor. They have sent 
troops southward lo reinforce General 
von Hoebm-(Ormolu on the Italian Iron 
tier. 
The Austro-Gcnnan forces in Galicia 
have no resumed the defensive, and 
their 
operation* 
consist chiefly of 
counter attacks, according to a state­ 
ment issued by tile headquarters of 
the Russian general staff. Slight pro­ 
gress is announced on the left bank of 
tile lower Fan arid the claim is made 
that all assaults by the Austro-Ger* 
man troops in the southeastern thea­ 
ter of operations w’cre repulsed. The

With a War Bonnet o f Feathers, but 
He Took It For the Real Thing In 
Crowns and Accepted the Title.

i Fletcher, a sailor parson who acted aa 
chapintn 
t »r the freebooters of Sir 
Francis Drake, Is the story of the first 
hoax ever engineered by ' ’aliforuiaus. 
The joke was on Sir Francis. 
I n- 
til Ids last day ne believed the indians 
of California had crowned him their 
kin?—Lim; of California. 
As a matter 
of fact, all they did was to give bim 
a feather war bonnet and perform 
some native rites before bim, hoping 
thereby to get their hands iu b b gift 
box a . iui. 
It happened In June. 1550. 
Drake 
was looking for the mythical north 
west passage after a successful year 
looting and plundering ii* the Spanish 
colonies. 
His ship, the Golden ll ital 
sprang a leak. and Drake put into a 
little bay. just north of the present 
San Francisco, for repair*. 
Au Indian paddled out to tire ship In 
a canoe, 
lie scattered feathers on tire 
water and went through a Jot of pnu 
ri» rn Trite 
Drake fonrpd to land unlit he 
found out the intent of the natives. 
The Ola 
indian went huck to shore. 
Then, to quAte from Chaplain Fletcher: 
“ He shortly came a ga I ne the second 
time iii tike manner and so tile third 
time, when lie brought with him, as a 
present from lh - rest, u bunch of fen th 
ors. much like the leathers ot a blit Le 
crow**, 
very 
neatly 
and 
artificially 
gathered upon a st n a g and draw in- to 
get bet iii a round bundle, being i erie 
donne and finely cut- 
Wit Ii this a so 
a* 
brought a little basket made ot 
in* i.ei* an I lilied with an b or be which 
they called tobah, both being tyde to * 
shot t bothie b«* cs*.-to into our boated 
Drake tried lo give presents in re­ 
turn, bul Hie indian paddled aw ny 
quickly, 
lie took only an o d cocked 
hat 
which some sailor bad thrown 
oterboard 
The hat made quite ait 
Impression on the tribe apparently, for 
they all gathered around the possessor 
on Hie beach. 
in three days’ time Drake concluded 
the Indians were friendly?*so lauded 
Ids men aud began to iii. o;ul the ship 
A fort was constructed as a matter of 
precaution. 
While tin* crew prepared the Golden 
Hind for sea Drake visited with (lie 
Indians. 
A tale. apocryphal perhaps, 
say* he tool* an 
Indian chieftain's 
daughter to wife. 
At any rate, be got 
on famously with the savages, unled. 
no doubt, by generous gifts 
As the time neared for bis departure 
aud gifts grew fewer, the Indians an­ 
nounced that they intended to give a 
festival 
for 
Drake 
ami 
bls 
party. 
Drake came iii lull armor, aud the in­ 
dians danced and played guinea tor ids 
benefit. 
At the close of the ceremonies the 
I n d i a n s s i g n a l e d that Drake was to be 
bon or is! in some way. 
First an In­ 
dian a 11prom lied bearing what Fletcher 
ends *a sec; tor.” 
Drake accepted lids 
kingly accouterment. 
Then a chain 
was placed around his neck, aud amid 
great shouting a “crown of feu tilers" 
was placed on las h e a d . 
Drake saw n o oilier meaning of Hie 
ceremony than (lint he had beeu chosen 
Ling. 
W h a t they really did was give 


h i m a pipe. a l-clt of wampum and a 
war b o n n e t . 
Drake drew ids men up 
iu line and, with a great flourish of 
trumpets and drums, accepted the king 
ship ot UuUiornh*. 
As a postscript lie 
added I Iud lie made no claims to being 
an independent monarch, 
lie was slid 
s vassal of queen Edita beth. 
Ile set 
up a monument to that effect: 
“Our general caused to be set up a 
m o n u m e n t of our being there, as also 
of ber majesties and successors right 
and title to that k in g d o m - namely, a 
plate of brasse, las) nailed to a greato 
and brine posio: whereon is engraven 
her grace’* name, the day aud year of 
our arrival there, and of the free giv­ 
ing up o f the province and kingdom, 
Dot It by Hie Ling and people, unto ber 
m a jes tie s' 
hands; 
to g e th e r 
with ber 
highness picture and arms, In a piece 
of sixpence current 
English 
mollie, 
shewing Itself* by u hole made of pur 
pose through the 
plate ; 
underneath 
was l i k e w i s e engraven the name of 
our gen eral“ 
The hoax was successful. 
After ac­ 
cepting the kingship Drake sent foi a 
large assoilment of gifts for his sub- 
lect*.—k a n sa s City Times.
